A Treatise on the Law of Banks and Banking. By JohnT. Morse, Jr. Fourth 
Edition. Revised, Rearranged and Greatly Enlarged by Frank Parsons. Two 
-volumes. Boston : Little, Brown & Co. 1903. 

This is another of the beacon lights of modern text writing, which we 
are called upon from time to time to review. We express an opinion in 
this case with more than customary confidence, for we have given the book 
a more than usually close examination. It is constantly cited by the 
courts as the leading authority on banks and banking. Many cases specific- 
ally approve the principles of the text, and it is claimed by the editor that 
in only one case that has come under his notice has the court rejected the 
rule stated in the text. Features of this edition are the insertion of the 
banking laws of the United States from 1887 to 1902, and the addition of 
some 1800 new cases, concerning principally the law of checks, insolvency, 
officers, lien and set-off, stocks and stockholders, etc. The work is a most 
valuable one, a portion of its value consisting in its lucid style, commend- 
ing it as well to bank officers as to attorneys. We predict a large field of 
usefulness and a consequently large demand for this treatise. 



The Life of John Marshall. By Henry Flanders, of the Philadelphia Bar, Au- 
thor of "An Exposition of the Constitution of the United States, 1 ' "The Lives 
and Times of the Chief Justices of the United States." Philadelphia : T. & J. W. 
Johnson dk Co. 1904. Price, $3.00. pp. 272. 

We have just finished the reading of Watson's Life and Times of Thomas 
Jefferson, and have taken up this biography as its logical converse — its 
alteram partem. It is a compact summary of the life of Virginia's great 
judge, beginning with his ancestry and birth, and proceeding through the 
periods of his youth and education to the commencement of his varied and 
prolonged public services. His military, legislative, diplomatic and execu- 
tive experiences occupy one-half of the work, the remainder being devoted 
to a sumary of the thirty-four years of service upon the bench which went 
to make up so much of the history of our country. The author's style 
is attractive — the get-up of the book handsome, it being prefaced with a 
photogravure of its subject from the Inman portrait in the library of the 
Law Association of Philadelphia. We consider the book a useful addition 
to what we may call the lawyer's library of by-products.
